Union wil be a firm and folid Foundation of 
a lafting Peace, fecure our si oe remove 


our Animofities, and the Fealoufes and Dif- 


_ ferences between the two Kingdoms. 


I hope, no body will take upon them to 
fay, there are no Jealoufies and Animofities 
in thefe two Nations to remove; I with, 
there were any Room for fuch a Suggeftion, 
and that all the Clamour, we have had on 
that Head, was of no Ufe, and to no Pur- 
pofe, a meer Noife about nothing—If there 
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has been, as they fay, a Mob, a Rabble ia 
Scotland, ready to tear to pieces the Treat- 
ers of a Union, Shall any Man fay, there 
has-been noAnimofities? —= Lec them ask 
the Facobite Party, if they are not to the 
laft Degree apprehenfive of a Union, ifany 
thing is fo fatal to theirCaufe,and if they are 
not heartily engag’d againft ic ? Can there 
be a ftronger Biafs in the general to lead any 
fincere Protef ant to the Union, than to ob- 
ferve che Eagernefs of that Party againft ic ? 
——They fee *twill be, as I faid before, a 
Mountain caft on the Grave of their Caule, 
an eterna! Bil) of Exclution to theis Hopes, 
and the Farniiy of their Prince, as they call 
him: aod’tis moft rational, chat chey fhould 


apprehend Danger from its for there is 


nothing more certain, than that they wif 
defpair, and give up their Caule, if this 
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goes forward, and on this Score, if there 
were no other, the Animofities are great ; 
but this is not all, nog is this what J under- 
ftand by the Animofities mention’d in Her 
Majefty’s Speech. 

There are National Animofities, which 
will be remov’d by this Union, and they 
are not things of fo {mall a Confequence, as 
fome imagine. There are Animofities pe- 
culiar to the very People, the Dregs of an- 
tient Feuds, Quarrels rooted in the Blood 
of both Kingdoms, Generation- Jealoufies 
handed down from Age to Age 3 there are 
Trade- Jealoufies, Leaguing: Jealcufies, and 
Church-Jeafoufies, ‘and of all thefe nota 
few 3 permit me a little,Gentlemen,to enter 
into thefe things, and it will foon be clear 
to you all, that "tis worth all our Study in 
both Naticns to bring this Union to pafs— 

As to the National Animoiities, they are 
certain radicated Antipathies, the Dregs of 
old Feuds between Nations at frequent 
Wars with one another,and io conftant Op- 
pofition for fome hundreds of Years 5 and it 
is not at all to be wonder’d, while the Fa- 
thers, for near 500 Years, were always cut- 
ting une anothers Throats, the Children 
fhould have il] Blood convey’d to them, and 
Principles of Averfion handed dowa on both 
fides , nor is it any wonder to have thefe 
break out in a more thaa ordinary manner, 
when a nearer Profpeft of the fame bloody 
Frattion preients it ielf, than did before. 

Thefe are things I care not co erquire 
into, much lefsto renew 3 let them die, and 
be buried ina laiting Union; and chat they 
may do fo, 1 fhall carefully avoid faying any 
thing to revive (5c Memory ofthem among, 
us, much lefs hand them dowu to our Po- 
flerity. 

2dly. There are Church- Animofities, and 
thefe of fucha Nature, as any good Chri- 
ftian bas reafon to with removed ; J know 
there. are People on both fides, which 
endeavour to perfwade us, that thefe two 
Churches are fo inconfiftent with one ano- 
ther, that they cannot live in the fame Ifland 
in Peace. 

This isa moft uochriftian Suggeftion, and 
founded rather upon an Averiion againit the 
Union, as fuch, than upon any real fubftan- 
tial ObRtrufion in the Confticution of the 
Churches, either of Exgland or Scotland,

practicable to have two Eftablifhments un-

If the feveral Clafhes of 'ntereft 
between the Nations have not hindred, but 


they have thus long ftood upon their own 
Foundations under one Head, (bating an In- — 
terruption of theConftitution in both,during 
the civil Wars;) Why fhould not two Eftab- 4 | 
lifhments of one Church-Authority becom: 
patible, aad by their Conftitution be as ca- _

upon legal, tho’ differing Eftablifhments,in 
the Palatinate ; and till the Treaty of Ref= 
wick gave anew Handie of Contention bee — 
tween them, they did fo, very peaceably ;

T hops, the twoChurches, we are tal‘ _ 
ing of, will bear different Charaéters from
